NEW YORK.—A strengthening of 
the white guard~armed. bands in 
Chile, with news seeping through 
that the Chilean government is still 
nervous about the action of the re- 
volutionary sailors, shows that the 
news of the decisive end of the naval 
revolt and the uprisings of workers 
in support of it, is mainly govern- 
men‘ propaganda. 

An Associated Press report from 
Santiago, Chile, for instance, de- 
clares: r 

“Chile (that is the white guard 
government) was trusting in the 
earstwhile rebels of her Navy to ad- 
here to their surrender pact, but she 
was also keeping her powder dry as 
she brought the last of them to port 
for punishment.” 

The fact that some sort of pact 
was made is news and the further 
fact that the government is uncer- 
tain up to this date what the sailors 
may do gives the lie to most of the 
government ensored news. 

The government is still arming the 
exploiters and their lackeys, 10,000 
of whom are reported already in a 
quickly mobilized force.

OS Eae DA Insurance 
easures for Relief 
ALBANY, N. Y., Sept. 9.—Hearing 
on Unemployment Bills were held in 
Albany today. William Patterson, 
representative .of the Communist 
Party, and John Ballam, of the 
Trade Union Unity League, John 
Sealess of the Unemployed Coun- 
cil and Keller of the Workers Inter- 
national Relief exposed the bills, in- 
cluding Governor Roosevelt's fake 
$20,000,000 “relief” proposal. In a 
series of talks at the hearings these 
workers’ representatives showed up 
the nature of these capitalist meas- 
ures which are not intended to offer 
any relief whatever for the unem- 
ployed, but are designed to keep the 
workers from fighting for real un- 
employment insurance. They de- 
manded that a bill be passed provid- 
ing for immediate aid for the job- 
less, as well as for unemployment 
insurance, to come from taxation of 
the rich, and to be supervised by a 
workers committee.

The news of the arrests and ill- 
treatment of Noulens and his wife 
has aroused a furious storm of pro- 
test from the international proletar- 
iat. Huge protest demonstrations 
have been held in Berlin, Paris and 
other cities. Hundreds of working 
class organizations have adopted 
| protest resolutions denouncing the 
arrest and toruire of these two work- 
ers and demanding their immediate 
release.

latest outrage. A special protest tel- 
‘egram was also sent at the same 
time to the murderer Chiang Kai-

The League Against Imperialism, 
the Workers Internaticnal Relief and 
the International Red Aid have, as 
a matter of course, placed themselves 
at the head of this vigorous protest 
movement.

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APL LEADERS OFFER SELLOUT 


TERMS TO PATERSON BOSSES 


NTWU to Rally All Workers in Fight for the 
Minimum Demands and Against Sell-Out 


PATERSON, N. J., Sept. 9—The 
A. F. of L.-Muste-Gitlow leadership 
in Paterson is completing the be- 
trayal of the silk strikers. Last 
night at the mass meeting called by 
the U. T. W. at Roseland Auditorium, 
Mr. Muste presented a resolution 
proposing to settle with the bosses on 
the basis of reducing the demands 
of the weavers from 7 cents to 6 cents 
per yard for 64 picks. The demands 
of all the other crafts have been and 
are completely ignored by the A. F. 
of L. leaders. 


The manner in which this fake 
resolution was rammed down the 
throats of the strikers was in itself 
proof of the traitorous nature of the 
entire business. This demagogue, A. 
J. Muste, together with Ben Gitlow, 
had agreed with the silk bosses weeks 
ago to sell out the strike to betray 
the demands of the workers. 


When two weeks ago Thursday 
they called a similar meeting at 
which they prepared to rush through 
a decision to call off the strike on 
the hasis of the 5 cents settlement 
and were compelled by the exposure 
of the National Textile Workers’ 
Union and the pressure of their own 
membership to temporarily retreat, 
they had already sent shops back to 
work on the 5 and 5% cents agree- 
ment with the bosses. While they 
spoke of the full demand of 7 cents 
per yard at that membership meet- 
ing and settled shops at 5% and 6 
cents, their decision at present to 
settle on 6 cents is a further step in 
their policy to completely demoralize 
and break the strike, to send the 
workers back at 5 cents in prepara- 
tion for further wage cuts and for 
instituting the six loom system. 

Hosiery Sell Out a Warning. 

This is the program of the A. F. 
of L. leaders, of Mr. Muste, Gitlow 
and Co. The recent most cowardly 
and treacherous wage cutting per- 
petrated upon the hosiery workers 
should be a warning to all silk 
workers. 

The N. T. W. U. is mobilizing the 
Paterson silk workers, including the 
strikers and workers in settled shops, 
the organized as well as the unor- 
ganized and workers who were forced 
to return to work without settle- 
ments through the demoralizing 
work of the A. F. of L. bosses’ agents, 
tonight at 7:30 p. m. at Turn Hall 
where the only fighting union of the 
textile workers, the N. T. W. U. will 
propose concrete steps to stop the 
demoralization of the strike by the 
bosses and their A. F. of L, strike- 
breakers. An effort will be made to 
organize the widest united front in 
every mill, to build the N. T. W. U. 
as the best guarantee for defeating 
the wage cutting, speed-up plans of 
the U. T. W. and Mr. Muste. 

Propose Minimum Demands. 

The United Front General Strike 
Committee will propose to this vitally 
important mass meeting the question 
of reducing wage demands of the 
weavers to the minimum of 6 cents 
for 60 picks and 1 cent additional for 
each 8. for compelling the bosses, 
through united action in the shops 
to grant this minimum as well as the 
wages and conditions for all the 
crafts for every worker in the silk 
mills.

Hillman Cohorts Aid 
Bosses Trick Tailors 
For Three Weeks 


BROOKLYN, N. Y. — Philip Zin- 
kowitz with about 100 more workers 
employed at the Houser Brothers, 
Inc. clothing shop at 47-51 Seigel St. 
have been robbed of their pay for 
the last three weeks by the bosses 
in combination with the Amalgama- 
ted officials.

The Furriers Company Union or- 
ganized a fake unity conference for 
the purpose of carrying through a 
fake stoppage manoeuvre similar to 
the Schlessinger-Hillman fake strikes. 
With this aim, the Joint Council of 
the Company Union invited all the 
known traitors and racketeers among 
the furriers. Mr. Kaufman, presi- 
dent of the company union, Mr. Stet- 
sky, manager of the company union, 
Mr. Sorkin and the Lovestoneites, 
who have concluded an agreement 
among themselves and even divide 
the jobs among themselves, organ- 
ized this official so-called unity con- 
ferenc., 

A committee of 5 was elected by 
the registered fur workers who par- 
ticipated in the conference and ex- 
posed the whole scheme and conspir- 
acy of these gentlemen with the bos- 
ses. The committee demanded the 
resignation of all these paid officials 
ojf the company union charged them 
with betraying and selling out the 
fur workers, smashing the union, em- 
ploying gangsters and _ extorting 
money from the workers. They 
charged the Joint Council with being 
@ scab agency of the bossés and 
forced Viadeck, manager of the s0- 
clalist “Forward,” Shipniakoff, Fein- 
stein of the Hebrew trades and all 
other social fascists leave the room. 
However, the fakers ignored the de- 
mands of the fur workers and did 
not submit their resicnation. 

These traitors are appointed by the 
bosses, serve the bosses and there- 
fore remain as managers of the com- 
pany union as long as the bosses 
pay them. 

The whole unity machination was 
a farce and all of the racketeers ad- 
mitted the fact that they did not 
represent the furriers.

The strategy of the Orléfsky-Beck- 
erman forces consists of getting the 
southern New Jersey centres as Egg 
Harbor, Vineland, Hammondton, 
Port Chester and others and while 
waging a court struggle to remain 
part of the Amalgamated to prepare 
the ground for an “independent” 
company union. 

The intra-clique fight is causing 
havoc to the already bad conditions 
of continual wage cuts and reorgan- 
izations in the shops.

“The marchers attempted to rush 
the doors while the delegates were 
listening to greetings from overseas 
and clashed with stewards and po- 
lice. The leader of the deputation 
was injured on the forehead.

After a rumpus of a half 
hour they got us both into the lobby, 
where a gang of thugs beat us up.

things are not improved. 

Hundreds of other miners, now 
living in cheap houses, will be evicted 
unless rents are paid. The rents are 
small, often as low as $8 a month, 
but they must be paid or we will 
have more strikers braving the win- 
ter in tents, which we haven't got. 
This is not a question of food. It 
is a question of actual sickness and 
death for whole families of striking 
miners. 


Miners come up to the district or- 
ganizer every day with their feet 
sticking out through the bottom of 
their shoes. It is hard to go out 
collecting relief without shoes. Men 
are now out collecting, barefoot. Men 
are trudging miles to the picket line 
in the early morning barefoot. They 
come to the organizer with old shoes, 
asking leather to repair them. They 
do not ask for new shoes. They want 
Shoe leather and tacks to put new 
soles on the old ones. They go to 
the line now, without shoes, but 
they come back with feet swollen 
and blistered, with -big sores on their 
feet where they have scraped against 
culm banks and concrete roads on 
the picket line. 


Two men whom Organizer Siders 
knows personally went out collecting 
relief for two days and brought back 
sacks full of food for the camp, but 
they came back with their feet one 
huge blister. They couldn’t walk the 
next day. 


When Comrade Hawkins went to 
Coverdale as chairman of the relief 
committee the miners came rushing 
to him with all.their problems; prob- 
lems of tents, of shoes, of food, cloth- 
ing, bedding and milk for their ba- 
bies. They took him into tents and 
showed him their sick children. 
They asked him to please do some- 
thing for them. 

Hawkins went to Siders, organizer 
of the Library section, and talked 
over the problem. They decided that 
since the relief committee was get- 
ting in so little in funds—hardly 
enough to halfway feed the strikers— 
it would be impossible to handle this 
Situation without a special appeal to 
all comrades and organizations who 
want to see the National Miners’ 
Union grow as the fighting union 
of the miners. This is the time ‘to 
show your solidarity. id 

The local politicians are tfading 
on the misery of the miners. Afm- 
strong, a candidate for county com- 
missioner, offered the Coverdale 
miners $100 if they would send a 
miner to speak fo rhim at political 
rallies. The miners scorned felief 
gained by stich tactics, Nearly all 
the politicians have tried to exploit 
the misery of the striking miners for 
their petty ambitions. ‘These same 
fakers, now in office, promise relief 
to the miners if they are re-elected. 
The miners refuse them. 

We miners will continue the battle 
for the working class against all 
odds, but you can help to make the 
odds against us smaller by sending 
relief.

“ORRIS HILLQUIT is quite mad at Norman 
f Thomas and Thomas is mad at Hillquit. It 
is about the interventionist oil-suit. Hillquit is 
mad because Thomas started a public discussion 
about the oil-suit, and Thomas is mad because 
Hillquit forced him to start a public discussion. 
Hillquit thinks it’s time to “close this quite dis- 
tasteful discussion,” and Thomas, saintly gentle- 
man that he is, is ready to forgive and forget so 
there be peace and unity among friends. The 
“New Leader” in its August 22 issue prints the 
two last letters of Thomas and Hillquit on this 
“quite distasteful discussion” and rings down the 
eurtain by saying that “nothing is to be gained 
by further discussion.” In other words, the issue 
is closed. ' 

Sorry we can't accommodate the two gentle- 
men of the American Socialist Party, but really, 
WE are not quite ready to close the discussion. 
The “New Leader” will simply have to forgive 
us for raising the curtain again. For one thing, 
we should like to dwell a bit on the very two 
letters which the “New Leader” wants to serve as 
the finale of the charming little intervention 
idyl. 

Hillquit writes with feeling: 

“The nature of my oil suit was briefly de- 
scribed in the daily press and more fully ex- 
plained in my statement to the New Leader. 
This was the published record of the case upon 
which in all decency it should have been 
judged. Comrade Thomas saw fit to go behind 
it and cull two technical phrases from a com- 
plaint of twelve typewritten pages for public 
quotation and condemnation. ... During the 
seven weeks of my absence the indictment 
stood unanswered and unexplained, and gave 
aid and comfort to our benevolent Communist 
and liberal bourgeois critics.” 


One of the “technical phrases” stated that the 
Goviet government, “wrongfully, unlawfully and 
by force of arms seized possession of the plain- 
tiffs’ oil lands”, and that the Czarist oil-barons 
whom Hillquit represented were still “lawfully 
entitled to the possession of the same.” 


It is, then, merely a “technical” matter that 
Fillquit undertook to prove in an American cap- 
italist court that the workers’ revolution robbed 
the poor Czarists of their hard-earned oil-lands 
and that these lands are still the lawful property 
of the Czarists. At the same time the suit was 
filed Hillquit declared that it had “no political 
significance.” 


The Communist )ress, particulariy the Daily 
Worker and the Morning Freiheit, lost no tire 
in taking up this very “technical” intervention 
suit and fi showing wun its true character and 
political significance. I: was made quite clear to 
the workers that Hillquit wcs giving apt exrres- 
son to the intervention prozram of the British 
oil-magnate, Deterding, who also claims that the 
Soviet government “stole” the oil lands fron 
their “lawful” owners. It was explained that if 
Fillquit won his suit in an American “ceurt of 
justice” it would have the effect of a legal and 
“moral” justification for armed intervention 
against the Soviet Union. Once the “wrongful- 
ness” and the “unlawfulness’ of the nat:cnaliza- 
tion of the oil industry by the Soviet governme::t 
was established, it would de but logical that the 
unlawfully seized prope;ties of the Czzrist oil 
robbers must be recovered by armed interven- 
tion, since those “wrongful” Soviets would not 
return the oil fields voluntarily. 


And why only the oil fields; does not the same 
“principle” apply to the factories and estates, 
banks and railroads that the workers’ Ffevolution 


seized entirely “without the consent of the own- 
ers thereof’? 


The Communist. press vvuinted out, in other 
words, that Hillquit’s oil suit embodied the very 
“political program” that “inspired” the Whlute 
bands to soak the Russian soil in the blood of its 
workers and peasants, witn the gracious aid and 
cooperation of the imperialist intervention 
armies, including the American. 

Our exposure of the intervention nature of the 
Hillquit oil suit aroused the indignation of the 
great masses of workers who are in sympathy 
with the Soviet Union. The “socialist” party 
became frightened. The more practical “social- 
ists", Norman Thomas, among them, realized 
that something had to be done at once to coun- 
terect the exposure of the true nature ot tne 
Hillouit ci] suit. There was nothing else left for 
them to do but meke a show of opposition to 
Eiliquit’s intervention move. 

Norman Thomas defends his action in the 
Hillquit matter on the ground that it was not he 
who first started the public discussion. He 
writes: 

“My letter in the New Leader did not origi- 
nate but followed public discuss’on of this 
case. It followed Comrade Hillquit’s own .pub- 

Itc statement that the case had no political 
significance to which I replied quoting sen- 

tences from the complaint which he had filed 
for his clients, which complaint was a public 
document already quoted in the press.”’ 

The reverend gentleman merely “forgot” to 
add that the “public discussion of this case” 
originated in the Daily Worker and the Morn- 
ing Freiheit and that Hillquit’s complaint on be- 
half of the Czarist oil crew was quoted in the 
Communist press and not in Capitalist papers. 
Under these circumstances reverend Thomas 
simply had to bcstir himself in « rder to save the 
“socialist” party from the trutn. Listen to this: 

“I was by no means alone in the party in be- 
lieving ... that prempt action was necessary 

to avert a dangerous misconception of the 
party’s position.” 

With due Christian humility Thomas pats 
himself on the back for having accomplished 
the salvation of the socialist party: 

“I do not need to apologize either to Com- 
rad: Hiliquit or to the party. He even more

than the party hes been delivered from a pco- 
sition the consequences of which I can only 
rejoice that we have escaped.” 


Far be it from us to becloud the serene joy 
of the holy man, but may we not suggest that 
he rejoices a bit too soon? It strikes us that 
neither Hillquit nor his party has been quite 
“delivered” from its anti-Soviet intervention 


position. Both Hillquit and Thomas pretend that | 


the issue is closed for good. Thomas says: 


“In common with most socialists, I am 
grateful to Morris Hillquit for the service he 
has done to the party withdrawing from the 
Russian oil case... . As matters now stand, 
no controversy about this suit from which 
Comrade Hillquit has wisely withdrawn can 
interfere with the united socialist action in the 
immensely important situation which con- 
fronts us here in America.” 


And Hillquit chimes in with sweet harmony 
that: 


“The subject has become purely academic 
since I have decided to withdraw from it. 
. , . I fully agree with Comrade Thomas as 
to the need of united and energetic socialist 
action. It is with this object in view and not 
in any spirit of personal rancor that I close 
this quite distasteful discussion.” 


To which we may add with the proper in- 
tonation: Oh, yeah? Has Hillquit’s oil suit and 
the “socialist” party’s intervention policy really 
become “purely academic”? Well, not for us. 
And we'll see to it that this Czarist oil suit is 
not relegated to the dust bins of academic liter- 
ature. We appreciate the eagerness of the “so- 
cialist’”” party to remove from sight this tell-tale 
oil-suit. Just now on the eve of the election 
campaign it would be more than embarrassing 
to the “socialist” campaigners to keep this issue 
alive. And just now it is tremendously impor- 
tant for us that the masses of workers see the 
“socialist” party in its true light, in its utter 
interventionist nakedness. : 


For, we cannot repeat it too often, this inter- 
vention program is not the personal program of 
Morris Hillquit. It is the program of the Amer- 
ican socialist party and of the Second Interna- 
tional. Hillquit’s “socialist” critics, including 
Norman Thomas, agree with him in principle. 
Thomas is strong for compensating the capital- 
ists whose properties are nationalized. He makes 
a strong plea for this principle in his book, 
“America’s Way Out.” The Czarist capitalists 
have not been compensated by the workers’ revo- 
lution for their ssized and nationalized proper- 
ties, and this constitutes an “injustice” accord- 
ing to the cherished compensation theory of 
Norman Thomas. Hillquit’s effort to recover the 
properties of the Czarist oil-bandits is fully in 
keeping with Thomcs’ “philcsophy” on the sub- 
ject. Hillquit’s intervention program is also the 
program of the moving spirits of the Second 
International. Abramovich occupies exactly the 
same position, and the Second International 
blessed Abramovich on his mission to help the 
former -Czarist capitalists of the “Industrial 
Party,” in partnership with the imperialist Gen- 
eral Staffs, accomplish their plans for an armed 
intervention in the Soviet Union for the pur- 
pose of recovering these very oil-lands that Hill- 
quit is complaining to the capitalist courts 
about. During the trial of the Mensfevik in- 
tervention band in Moscow the American s50- 
cialist party openly and vehemently sided with 
the interventionists. The leaders of the Amer- 
ican socialist party have been raising funds and 
are continuing to raise funds to help Abramo- 
vich, the Mensheviks and the Second Interna- 
tional carry out their counter-revolutionary ac- 
tivities of sabotage and intervention against the 
workers’ fatherland. 


For Hillquit and Thomas it is important to 


stop playing mad and unite for common action 
“in the immensely important situation which 
confronts us here in America.” The personal 
struggle for leadership in the “socialist” party 
will not deter the two 
common action to meet the present situation in 
America, which is just as important for the 
American “socialists” as the world situation is 
important for the Second International. This 
situation, indeed, calls for “united socialist ac- 
tion” to save capitalism from revolution. Here 
in the United States it is the mission of the 
“socialist” party to direct the growing unrest 
among the masses of workers along the “safe” 
channels of petty-bourgeois reforms, along the 
channels of loyalty to the political and economic

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_nstitutions of capitalism. This is the mission of . 


the “socialist” party, this is also its program in 
the coming elections. This is the mission of 
the “socialist” labor-fascists and racketeers in 
the company unions. 


Hillquit’s oil suit is not a closéd issue and not 
an “academic” question. It is one of the vital 
issues of the present campaign that confronts 
the workers. The issue must be kept alive, and 
we'll see to it that it is. The workers must be 
made to see that to vote for “socialist” candi- 
dates means voting for intervention against the 
Soviet Union, voting for the triumph of capital- 
ism over socialism, for the victory of the imper- 
ialist world over the socialist fatherland of the 
whrid proletariat . Hillquit’s intervention policy 
is of a piece with the policy of the “socialists” 
in the unions, in all the struggles of the workers 
against hunger. It is a policy of attacking the

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White Terror in Fascist Poland Imperils 8000 Class

HE two year struggle and fight continually 

led by political prisoners in fascist Poland 
for their prison rights and privileges, conquered 
previously by long hunger strikes, are developing 
a new exceptionally furious character. Brutal 
attacks of the faccist authorities are all an- 
sweréd with @ double strength of solidagity of 

all class politica] prisoners. Due to the teamen- 

dous development of revolutionary class struggle 
and the great influence of the Communist Party 
of Poland, and her leadership among the wide 
working maétsés, thé attack upon political pris- 
oners’ rights, their health and life has been get- 
ting more furious than ever. With a full knowl- 
edge of war preparations against the Soviet 
Union, the fascist government enforces a white 
terror, an action which shal! kill physically and 
morally all revolutionists. 

Prison rules and statutes administrated in the 
year 1929 by the prison department, and which 
the fascist government tries to carry out, will 
equalize political prisoners’ rights with the crim- 
inals; an act that will terrorize the strongest 
vanguard of the revolutionary proletariat and 
peasantry kept in prison by the fascist govern- 
ment. To have an idea of the situation of the 
political prisoners in fascist. Poland, I am stat- 
ing herewith ao few facts. . 

Warsaw. In all three prisons in Warsaw, the 
prison wards are kicking and hitting the workers, 
peasants and soldiers. If they protest, calling 
out “Do not hit”, and protest by not accepting 
any food, the prison authorities give orders to 
beat us worse. Prisoner Comrade Rutkowski, at 
the Pawiak prison was severely kicked and beat-

Here the meals 
are scarce. Prisoners depending entirely upon 
prison meals are losing wéight at the raté of 
seven pounds in a périod of from three to four 
weeks.

A conversation while on a walk is considered as 
an “agitational speech”. The furious attack of 
the administration is going to such extremes that 
even books on scientific subjects are prohibited; 
an effort to break the solidarity of Communa 
(political prisoners’ Provisional Committee). For 
the purpose of provocation, the authorities class- 
ify. political prisoners by their nationality. One 
prisoner from Wronki writes the conditions are 
unbearable. Appeals to higher authorities are 
ignored; high officials of the fascist. administra- 
tion listen to our complaints with irony and 
sarcasm. They impress upon us and make us 
understand that we cannot have any political 
prisoners’ rights, the right is—power. In many 
instances books, newspapers are confiscated. 
When we complain the authorities inspect our 
cells and give new categories of severe punish- 
ment. We are deprived of all things that have 
the slightest value for human existence and 


Cuban Gov't Threatens.to Smash 


the Street Carmen’s Strike 


By PEDRO MORALES 

AVANA, Sept. 2-—The Cuban government 
through its Secretary of the Interior, Zubi- 
zarreta, has informed the strikers that if they 
do not accept the company’s terms, the govern- 
ment would see that the street cars start run- 
ning. The strike has been on for a month. 
After a futile attempt to run the cars for two 
weeks, with aid of the government, with police, 
and dicks, protecting the strike-breakers and 
with one or two on each car, to give the appear- 
ance that the public was riding the cars, after 
Zubizarretta had recruited prostitutes to ride on 
the cars to encourage women to use the cars, the 
Havana Electric Railway Co. withdrew its ser- 
vice, and for two weeks the company has run 
only one car a day, in order to preserve its fran- 
chise. The strike is a success. The workers of 
the city and the petty bourgeoisie use the busses 
and automobiles. The‘strike received the sym- 
pathy of the entire working class and the 
petty bourgeoisie. Trade unions, and storekeepers 

provide relief for the strikers. 

The original offer of the company to cut wages 
an average of 5 cents an hour brought on the 
strike. Now this Yankee Imperialist concern 
offers the men 35 per cent of the income from 
fares (a few days ago it offered 33 1-2 per cent) 
which means an average of 25 cents an hour. 
However it guarantees a minimum of only 22 
cents an hour. This offer was rejected by a mem- 
bership strike meeting of 2,000 men. Zubizarreta 
sumumoned the strike leaders the next day, and 
informed them that the government was deter- 
mined to settle the strike and start the street 
car service. Zubizarreta said, “I find the propo- 
sition of the company to be reasonable, since it 
is a solution at this time for the general eco- 
nomic crisis, and although the terms are not 
what the workers would want, still it shows the 
good intentions of the company to settle the 
strike. Furthermore, the offer has indicated a 
beginning of socialism” (my emphasis), P.M.), 
and he considered this as a “victory for the 
strikers.” In addition, he said that this time the 
government had left the strikers in liberty, and 
had given them protection.

and receiver.” 


The workers of the United States know that 
this is only the smoke screen for the real policy 
of the A. F. L. leaders in regards to unemploy- 


ment—wage cuts, speed-up and the stagger 
system. 


Woll pointed out particulaly that in this crisis 
the fakes'in the A. F. L. were coopeating with 
the leaders of the churches throughout the 
country in the attempt to mislead the masses. 
“The coming winter,” said Woll, “will test our 
faith in each other.” The tooperation of the 
churches and the A. F. L. leaders is already 
seen in the Gifford committee which has drawn 


the leaders of each group into its attack on the 
jobless. 


Woll was ably seconded by one of the out- 
standing prophets of the capitalist class, Butler, 
the president of Célumbia University. Butler, 
howéver, brought forth a more complete pro- 
gram of capitalist demagogy to mislead the 
workers. His program includes: “Provision for 
security against unemployment, the five-day 
week and rationalization of production to 


the recurrence of depressions, revision of the ~~ 


Sherman anti-trust act and tariff reduction.” 


The main item in the program of Butler is 
the chief aim of the Gifford committee—the re- 
fusal to give unemployment insurance to the 
jobless. The main form of insurance must be 
some sort, not on a state basis, that the capi- 
talists themselves will select, says Butler. If 
there are some cases which cannot be brought 
into this form of insurance then the individual 
states must give some aid. There must be no 
federal unemployment insurance under any 
circumstances—this is the policy of the cavi- 
talist class. Butler emphasizes that in those 
cases where the individual states do inaugurate 
some sort of insurance it must not “degenerate 
into a ‘dole.” In other words the insurance 
program must be designed to fool the workers 
not to give them any adequate relief. 


Butler also picked up the lead put down by 
one of his bosses last week—Otto Kahn, the 
banker. Kahn advised that the anti-trust laws 
be abolished. Butler carries this to its logical 
conclusion—the intensification of monopoly con- 
trol in the United States. He said that “what 
appears to be required is that the several great 
basic industries of the nation should be so or- 
ganized in the interest of the general public as 
to control production within the limits of a 
proper balance with an expanding power of con- 
sumption.” 


He tries to fool the workers into believing that 
this increased trustification would mean a 
change in the chaos of the capitalist system, 
would mean less of the misery for the workers 
than capitalist exploitation now means for them. 
As the Daily Worker pointed out in connection 
with Kahn's speech, this increased trustification 
would mean in the future what it has meant 
in the past—greater oppression and exploitation, 
greater unemployment as inevitable in the lives 


phenomenon, the extent and severity of the 
present crisis were such as to constitute “a full 
and final test’ of the entire so-called capitalist 
system, a test to which it had never been sub- 
jected.
